A class of one hundred men, the 
majority of ‘them from Kansas City 
and the Missouri and. Kansas towns 
‘gnd villages adjacent to the larget 
eity, are following the rules of the 
Spiritual Exereises, which are given 
under the same formula as laid down 
‘py St. Ignatius of Loyola, founder of 
the Jesults, thirty-five years after 
Columbus had discovered America. 

The lay retreats established at St. 
Mary's in 1909 last for three days, 
and before going any further it may 
be well to print a Une for the benefit 
of the uninitiated, explaining just 
what a spiritual retreat chances to be. 

The retreat is an enigma, not alone 
to most non-Catholics, but to in- 
pumerable members of the Cathotic 
Church as well. Many followers of 
the latter Church have the impres- 
don that a retreat is on the order of 
1 Catholic Mission, more or less. com- 
mon in all Catholic parishes in the 


jereased ‘Siestinna, and ‘from that 
‘time on the enrollment has climbed 


at St. Mary's this summer there were 
close to one hundred in each class; 
the present class, which closes its 
work next Tuesday morning, is equal- 
ly as large as the preceding classes, 
and. the fourth and last retreat, to 
begin August 8, will probably bring 
the banner attendance of the year. 


While a great percentage of the 
men who attend the Spiritual Pxer- 
cises come from Kansas City and the 
adjacent territory, the movement has 
become widely advertised and within |* 
the last two years many have regis- 
tered from Oklahoma, Nebraska, lowa 
and- even more distant points. In- 
cidentally, the great success of the 
work here has engaged the attention 
of Catholic authorities in other parts 
of the country and what was in- 
augurated as a minor religious moyve- 
ment in this little town five years 
ago, has extended an influence over 
the entire nation. 

When the retreat movement first 
was inaugurated at St. Mary’s there 
Was a Vague feeling on the part of 
many that the routine was too severe 
for the ordinary “non<ombatant,” but 
the thirty-four pioneer retreatants of 
the first year brought back = tid- 
ings.

Extracts from the Constitution of Mexico are published, in the 
August “Christian Socialist,” under the title “The Lands and the 
Priests,” by Irwin Tucker. Mr. Tucker quotes the Constitution of 
1857, which, according to him, is a most admirable document. In 
the face of it he holds the Church responsible for the Mexican 
revolution. But his extracts from the Constitution answer Mr. 
Tucker. Article V suppresses all Religious Orders in Mexico and 
forbids their establishment, Article XVIII forbids any religious 
corporation or institution to own or acquire any real estate, except 
the buildings immediately and directly intended for its services; 
at the same time insuring that these will be very few, by refusing 
religious institutions the right to borrow on mortgage. 

How well the Constitutionalists obey the Constitution is shown 
by the manner in which these same gentlemen robbed, maltreated 
and nmmrdered Christian pHests, and confiscated churches and 
Church property wholesale. In justification for this sweeping 
violation of the Conetitution, by the Constitutionalists, Mr. Tucker 
cites the Old Testament in which the priestea of Israel were for- 
bidden to acquire land. It is scarcely necessary to say, that even 
“Christian Socialists” understand that they are not working under 
the Old Testament laws today. They would like to have the Cath- 
olic Church do so. Then there would be an opportunity to charge 
the Churoh with being antiquated. The illogical people of this 
world are many, but the palm goes to the Conétitutionalists who 
do not obey the Constitution, and to the “Christian Socialists” Who 
apologize for their lawlessness by citing a Scripture in which they 
do not believe. eet 

The truth of the matter is, tWat the Catholic @hurch has not 
been free in. Mexico for a great many years. Even her priests are 
not permitted to wear clerical dress on the atreeta. The Church 
has had no political power in Mexico. The Church is not rich; in 
fact, it is the opposite of rich. Some of the shrines of Mexico are 
rich in gifts and jewels, but the Church has no right to use these 
for its own purposes, or for any except the original purpose of the 
donors. A man, owning a gold mine in darkest Africa, and need- 
ing bread to eat, is lable to starve. That is just the position of 
even the one or two shrines in Mexico on which people have lav- 
ished gifts. In Mexico the politicians bind the Church, band and 
foot, impoverish her; and then, when trouble comes, claim that 
she Was responsible for it. That is exactly what has been done in 
many other countries. If Portugal goes any further on its way to 
the dogs than it has already gone, we will surely hear that the 
Chureh is responsible; though Portugal has suppressed religion 
and confiscated everything. If the Republic of Portugal falls 
through its own tyranny, misgovernment and crimes, as {it prob- 
ably will, we shall certainly be told that the Church alone was 
responsible, even though it can scarcely be said to extst at all. 
Hell still fights with its oldest bit of artillery—an infamous Mle.

THE GOVERNMENT OF A SODALITY. 


By the Rev. Edward F. Garesché, S. J., Editor o1

Perhaps the most striking point about Sodality government is 
its independence and flexibility. Although to gain the special indul- 
gences and privileges of Sodalists, the Sodality must be affiliated 
with the Firet or Head Sodality at Rome, still this affiliation or 
union does not put the Sodality under any obligation toward the 
Head Sodality itself. Bach individual Sodality is in the hands of 
its own officers under the pastor of the parish or the President of 
a College where it is established. It manages its own activities, 
gees for itself to the enforcement of rules, elects its own officers, 


manages ite own business, in a word it is as independent as — 


though there were no other Sodalities in existence. The Head 
Sodality at Rome never sends in any orders or makes demand on 
it for any support. Its union with the Head Sodality is therefore 
pure gain, without any burdens being imposed upon it by that 
unjon. 

So much for the independence of the Sodality’s government. 
It is complete and entire. Hach Sodality enjoys perfect Hberty in 
following out its own activities, and is free from any orders except 
from its own officers, from the pastor of the parish and from the 
Bishop under whose jurisdiction it belongs. But another character 
of Sodality government which makes i especially valuable in the 
parish, is ita extreme flexibility of action. While it is full of super- 
natural energy and grace, and a great influence for good in the 
parish, the Sodality can at the same time adapt itself to varying 
conditions, and may make greater or less demands upon the time 
and fervor of its members, according as circumstances allow. Thus 
it is extremely advisable, where it can be conveniently managed, 
that the members should meet once a week. But suppose it is 
impracticable or very inconvenient to hold this weekly meeting. In 
such a case it would be quite proper to make the meeting twice a 
month or even once a month if occasion should demand it. Better 
a meeting once a month than no meeting at all. 

It is so With regard to all the exercises prescribed by the rules 
of the Sodality. None of them are absolutely essentiai, much as 
all of them are to be recommended. Where one or the other is 
impossible it may be dropped, and the Sodaility will be a Sodality 
still, though, of course, its members will not gain the indulgences 
attached to the performance of that particular good work which 
has been discontinued. 

Finaily, another feature of Sodality action which makes it a 
powerful aid in organizing the parish, is the fact that a Sodality 
oan turn its hand to whatever sort of good work is especially 
needed and especially neglected in this or that community. Sup- 
pose, in a parieh, there is a flourishing St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
which is taking good care of the poor, but at the same time there 
is need of some sort of club or society to keep the voung folks 
interested and save them from the efforts of proselytizing inetitu- 
tions. The Sodality can leave the field of its charitable labors for 
the poor to the St. Vincent de Paul Society, and devote itself to 
taking care of the neglected activities of providing for the young 
people. In another parish, on the contrary, there may be ample 
provistens for the young folks, but the St. Vincent de Pau) Seolety 
may need especial help. In this case the Sodalists can throw their 
energies to the assistance of the workers of the St. Vincent de 
Paul. 

As the work is conducted in Burope, the Sodalists have shown 
a truly surprising adaptability to various sorts of social effort and 
there is hardly any good work which is not being energetically 
earried on by some branch of a Sodality in some parts of Burope. 
Our people are more and more becoming aware that we Catholics 
of America must branch out most zealously in various Hnes: of 
efforts for our neighbor, in sheer self-defense against the proselytiz- 
ing efforts of the many non-Catholic institutions. Our people are 
being taken away from us by so-called charitable organizations, 
and if we do not do something to hold them we shall lose very 
many in the coming years. | 

At this providential juncture, the Sodality offers itself, as 
powerful, effective, simple means of organizing Lay Activity along 
the most helpful lines, in a strongly supernatural spirit in honor of 
the Blessed Mother. The manner of this organization is acoom- 
pliahed by the very ingenious means of forming Sections, but this 
whole question of Sections,—what they are and how they work,— 
deserves a paper to itself.
